February Significant In 


Work and Life of Dr. Wall 


18th Dist. 
Legion Units 
Here Monday 


February is a significant month for Dr. Bernardt Wall of Bella 
: Vista Terrace, who has been associated with most of the outstand- 
| ing men and events which are commemorated this month. 

First of all, one naturally associates the well-known local etcher 
with Abraham Lincoln, whose life and times have given Wall in¬ 
spiration for his most widely known and best loved etchings, some 
of which hang in the Library of Congress, the Huntington Library 
anct other leading galleries. In all, Lincoln s life has been the sub¬ 
ject of 85 books of Wall's etchings. 

Among the Lincoln literature turned out by this prolific artist, is 
an etched copy of a little known eulogy delivered by the Great 
Emancipator on Gee ge ^X^ashington, whose birthday is celebrated 
February 22. 

And of course, Edison's birthday which was celebrated on Tuesday 
recalled an occasion on which the local artist made an etching 
of the great inventor at work in his laboratory. 

However, the anniversary of the sinking of the Battleship Maine 
on February 15, is perhaps the February event which has most en¬ 
gaged the artist's attention, for he is generally credited with being 
most instrumental in raising the ship. 

His first introduction to the battered hulk of the Old Spanish Wat 
victim, was in 1898 shortly after her sinking in Havana harbor. The 
young artist, then serving in the American Army in Cuba made a 
sketch of the ship's masts and superstructure which raised them¬ 
selves above the harbor surface. 

And in 1910, it was Bernardt Wall, then New York State Com¬ 
mander of the United Spanish War Veterans, who led the drive 
resulting in passage of a bill through Congress to raise the Maine. 

Three motives were given for this project: (1) to clear Havana 
harbor of a menace to navigation; (2) to give appropriate burial 
to the bodies still interred with the wreckage, and (3) to ascertain 
the cause of the explosion that had wrecked the ship 12 years 
earlier. 

The public meeting which gave impetus to the drive was recalled 
this week by Wall, who was chairman of a memorial service for the 
heroes of the Maine, held in New York's Carnegie Hall on February 
20, 1910. 

Among those who spoke at the meeting were Ambassador to 
Great Britain Joseph H. Choate; Rear Admiral Sigsbee, who had 
commanded the Maine at the time of her destruction; Congress¬ 
man William Sulzer of New York, later governor of his state; 
Monsignor Chidwick, who had been chaplain of the Maine, and other 
survivors of the ship s sinking. 

A resolution was adopted at this meeting, calling on the Presi¬ 
dent and Congress for a bill to authorize raising of the ship. 

It was Wall's privilege to carry the resolution to Washington 
and present it to President William Howard Taft, and to Congress. 
The bill drafted to raise the Maine was passed almost immediately 
by both houses of Congress and signed by the President. The ship j 
which had inspired the rallying cry "Remember the Maine"—for 
the Spanish-American War—was being substantially remembered. 

Later, in March, 1912, when the broken ship was raised from j 
her shallow resting place and the bodies removed for burial in the j 
United States, Wall was on hand making a pictorial record of her , 
final journey. His verbal description of the event follows: 

"On the 16th of March at three o'clock, Havana harbor had 
every available ship loaded with people to see the last journey 
of the Maine down the harbor's mouth, out to sea three miles and

Barbara and her aunt 
tess, as they stood side by side 
on the broad veranda, smiling 
and waving a conventional 
goodbye—to me and a dozen 
others impartially—our big car 
was soon chugging up a wild 
scenic valley toward Voss. It re¬ 
minded me somewhat of Boulder 
Guleh in Colorado, except that 
it was wider and greener, but 
with sheer cliffs soaring up like 
rockets of suddenly frozen stone, 
down which at frequent inter¬ 
vals leapt waterfalls, some nar- 
now like giant ribbon, others 
with the breadth and volume 
of a power-dam. At times there 
were several of these to a mile, 
amazing to behold in their as¬ 
pects of natural beauty and in 
their suggestion of limitless 
water-power.

With plenty of time before 
lunch. I struck out for the 
deep pine woods, where I found, 
as anticipated, it was sheer de¬ 
light merely to breathe the 
resinous perfume which its 
boughs distilled and shed about 
one—perfume free of bottles, 
luxury tax, and the ballyhoo of 
high-pressure salesmanship with 
"arresting” and “ a I 1 u ring" 
names. In reverse sense, this 
woodland perfume might fit 
tingly be called “Husband’s 
Night Out”. Suddenly there was 
a glade in the forest and I 
came down to a broad, seeming¬ 
ly shallow, stream whose waters 
glistened as they flowed swift¬ 
ly over a gravel bed that spark 
led like a jeweled mosiac of j 
many colors. 

I took off my shoes and socks, 
turned up my trousers and 
waded in. About the same time, 
a strolling young couple on the 
opposite bank, who proved to 
be English and may, from ap¬ 
pearance, have been bride and 
groom, also decided to wade. 
Exhilarated by the pleasantly 
icy stimulation, we were soon 
exchanging remarks as we be¬ 
gan wading towards mid- i 
stream. But we had all been 
deceived by that clear moun¬ 
tain air and water; in spite 
of its appearance of being only 
knee-deep, it was soon evident 
that shoulder-deep was nearer ' 
the fact. So we had to retreat 
to our respective shores, from 
which we waved goodbyes as [ 
we continued on our ways in i 
opposite directions, they arm-in- ' 
arm, I foot-loose and fancy free 
—except that my mind re¬ 
tained, a little enviously for a 
time, the image of that fair 1 
blonde head and still girlish 
figure resting in the curve of 
his arm as they moved out of 
sight up-stream. “Sic transit 
mundi”—to which a cynic 
might reply, “Yes, and there 
goes another one—tied for life.” 

Returning along the hard 
beach of the lake shore to the 
vallage.
